Patriotism will once again reign supreme m 
Sierra Madre for the city’s 19th old-fashioned 
Fourth of July celebration, when seldom-seen, 
full-sized historic flags of America, from the collec¬ 
tion of Bev Morant, are displayed in Kersting 
Court, the Sierra Madre Library and the Sierra 
Madre Woman’s Club’s pre-parade Fourth of July 
open house. 

A different historic “Stars & Stripes’’ will be 
flown in Kersting Court each day of the week 
preceding July 4, with a total of eight variations 
of our familiar 50-star flag being exhibited during 
the week-long patriotic display. 

Seven historic flags are currently on exhibit in 
the library, including the Centennial Flag of 1876, 
the Lincoln, McKinley and Kennedy Funeral Flag; 
the Fort Sumter Flag of 1861, the Cruisers Flag 
of 1775, the Flag of the Hanover Associates of 
Pennsylvania, 1774, the Great Star Flag of 1836, 
and the Flag of the Original Colonies — the 
Cross of St. George, 1775. 

The display at the Woman’s Club open house, 
from 8 a.m. to parade time on July 4, will 
include the Cross of St. George, flown by the 
British for 169 years before the Revolutionary War 
and in Jamestown, Va., from the time of settle¬ 
ment, in 1607, to 1775.

She says, “When you see the work, you’re 
hit with the 1920 ‘scene’.’’ 

Goss has a degree in art history from UCLA 
and worked for several years as an art dealer for 
a Los Angeles gallery. Since the birth of the 
Goss’ daughter, Tyler, who is 9 months old, 
Trish has been a private dealer. 

She believes the print medium addresses social 
and political statements and that is what interests 
her. Of course, since she is an art historian, 
rare prints have always been special to her. 

“I’m opening the gallery to give other artists 
— besides those who are responsible for earlier 
periods of art —a chance to show their work. 
The prints I will have are from one genre but 
they encompass all styles. They are really part of 
a diversified medium,’’ she says. 

Restoration will also be provided for clients as 
well as framing. She will accept original prints on 
consignment. 

Cost of the prints will range from $100 to 
$1000 on the average. “One hundred dollars will 
buy art purchasers a framed piece ready for the 
wall,’’ Goss says. 

Frank and Trish Goss enjoy Sierra Madre be¬ 
cause of its village atmosphere. “We feel we need 
to bring this type of art to the community who 
would usually travel to Westwood to see the same 
thing. There will be no need to travel for two hours 
to see the same thing,” she concludes. 


Trish Sullivan Goss is realizing a long sought- 
after dream with the opening of the Sullivan-Goss 
Gallery early in July. 

There will be specialization in rare etchings, 
lithographs and various other original prints at the 
gallery located at 27 N. Baldwin Ave. 

Goss also plans to feature a collection of rare 
and hard-to-fmd books, and will provide Sierra 
Madreans and others in the foothill area with a 
place to browse and view important works of 
graphic art. 

The opening exhibition, “Nineteenth and Twen¬ 
tieth Century American and European Master 
Prints,” will include works by Winslow Homer, 
Rockwell Kent, Anders Zorn, Honore Daumier and 
Henri de Toulouse-Lautrec. A busy schedule of 
shows, due to change each month, will follow. 

Contemporary artists working in media such as 
oil and watercolor will be represented periodically. 
Primarily, however, Goss says the gallery will 
present historical print exhibits focusing on such 
themes as Japanese Prints of the Ukiyoye or 
“Floating World” period (19th century Japanese),

“If the family goes 
on a pitnic or to the 
beach or the mountains, 
leave the family pet at 
home. Normally well- 
mannered dogs can get 
excited in crowds and 
their behavior changes. 
They snap, bite and 
bark. And dogs are not 
allowed on city beaches

A fire in Sierra Madre last Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon at the corner of Mountain Trail and 
Grandview caused about $4000 worth of damage, 
according to Fire Inspector Bill Kramer. 

Fire Chief Marc Mueller explains, ‘‘The first 
fire captain at the door of the home found access 
impossible because any means of entrance into the 
home was obstructed by stacks of debris.”

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“Life is a succession of turning points 
and the first big turn was when I arrived in 
Los Angeles in September, 1922,’’ reports

River in upper Illinois where he was born 

almost 83 years ago. 

“My little town of Keithsburg was a 
community of 1000 people, and it was complete 
with two railroads and steamboats. It was a 
regular port of call for the now vanished 
showboats. It was a lusty, brawling town, 
complete with Shanty-boat Row on the banks 
of the river and a large business area capped 
with five saloons. But what was most important 
to me was that 1 lived a Tom Sawyer- 
Huckleberry Finn existence until that sad day 
when I grew up and left.’’ 

After coming to California, he went on to 
Idaho where, at a bobsled party, he met the 
girl he was to marry a few years later. 

Harry and Pluma Martin will celebrate their 
58th wedding anniversary this year, 61 years 
after their first meeting. 

In October, 1925, Martin says he settled 
in California for good, working at his trade 
as a painter and paperhanger. 

“The highlight of those working years was 
the privilege of working in many of the old- 
time mansions, now almost all replaced by 
apartments. It was the ‘Golden Age’ of my 
working experience,” he reports. 

They moved to Sierra Madre in 1952 
and immediately became members of Sierra 
Madre Garden Club to which they still belong. 
Martin spent two years as president of that 
group. 

He has also been president of Pasadena 
Civitan Club for a year and served four 
years as civilian worker for Whittier State 
School for Boys. He was president for two 
years of the San Gabriel Valley Painting 
Contracting Association. 

“As the years passed and share time was 
available, I joined the many other citizens of

“Now with the recent honor bestowed 
upon me I feel that the capstone of my 
life has been placed, and 1 humbly thank 
everyone. It is an honorarium richly offered, 
gratefully accepted and deeply appreciated.” 

Grand Marshal Harry Martin and his 
wife, Pluma, will ride in a 1909 Buick owned 
by Francois and Diana Theroux of Sierra 
Madre. Martin will wear a duster from the 
era as will Theroux who also has boots made 
in 1910 along with the goggles and caps.
